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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-9 are allowed over the prior art record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record DiGiorgio (US Patent 6,877,094). teaches an Architecture 
that enable different types of security devices to operate interchangeably in very large network 
environments for authentication and metered access to services. 

Akiyama (EP 1 041 767 A2) teaches a system for authenticating data send to a certified system.

What they fail to teach or suggest: 
As per claim 4, 

none of the art of record, taken individually or combination disclose at least the 
steps/components of "the application provider requesting a search, using a set of user defined 
criteria, of said database that locates terminals or smartcards available to the application 
provider to load an application; the control software conducting a search and returning a report 
to the application provider; the application provider confirming renting of space to the control 
software; the control software requesting approval from the one or more smartcard or terminal 
owners for the application provider to rent space;" 
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As per claim 6, 

none of the art of record, taken individually or combination disclose at least the 
steps/components of "the application provider requesting a search of said database, using a set of 
user defined criteria, that locates terminals or smartcards on which the application provider is 
able to load an application; the application provider receiving a report based on a search 
conducted by the control software; the application provider confirming renting of space to the 
control software; and the application provider receiving confirmation from the control software 
that the lease has been approved by the smartcard or terminal owner." 

As per claim 8, 

none of the art of record, taken individually or combination disclose at least the 
steps/components of "the control software receiving a request from the application provider to 
conduct a search of the database, using a set of user defined criteria in order to locate terminals 
or smartcards available to the application provider to load an application; the control software 
conducting a search and transmitting a report based on the results of the search to the application 
provider; the control software receiving a confirmation of the renting of space from the 
application provider; the control software requesting approval from the one or more smartcard or 
terminals owners for the application provider to rent space;" 
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Even if the features missing from the above cited prior art were found in a reasonable 
number of references a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would not 
have been motivated to combine these reference because the claimed feature of "the application 
provider confirming renting of space to the control software; the control software requesting 
approval from the one or more smartcard or terminal owners for the application provider to rent 
space" is not normally associated with smart card or terminal systems and therefore would have 
to be disclosed by art unrelated to smart card or terminal systems . 

These distinct features render claim 4,6 and 8 allowable. 

Claims 5,7, and 9 are dependant upon claims 4,6 and 8 and are therefore allowable for at 
least the same reasons.
